Fromthe Hage the 16. of January, 
T* He Letters from the Hage agree with the re. 
THz of diuers Captaines, that haue retired: 
themſclues into England this Winter, and 
they began thus, that when Bethelems Gabor vnder- 
ftood of B:zwnſmicksouerthrow, and was as it were 
ſollicited by old Count Therze,and the Marqueſle 
eg genaorff to make ſome incurſion into Happarle, 
© keepe the Emperour play, and ſeg him "_ 
_ at 
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that Tith-might be drawneout of He/zxto his ſuc- 


.cour: Bethelems Gabor did'notionely ſecond their re- 
queſts, bur in ſcuerall afſaulrs and skirmiſhes prevai- 
Icd, as if hemceantto be Maſter of the field, & would 
matataine the cauſe brauely. | - x 
 Whereupon as was faid,he writhoth tothe King 
and Queene of Bohemia Letters of comfort,and that 
he would never deſiſt, till hee had done fomething 
for their reintegration, orelſe hee would ſacrifice 
himſelfe in the quarel]:and as one of the Letters hath 
it, hee played the Scholler in vſing the emblem, .of 
gathcring vp together Pelops ſcattered limbes., and 
- making a brauer body then before: He alſo writ to 
Count Maxsfield, and the Duke of Branſwick, that 
he wiſhed for their company, and promiſed, thar if 
they could get into Sefis, hee would ſend Count 
Thorne with a ſufficient Army to ſecond them. 

This made Maws field beſtir himfelfe, and as they 
ay, he ſent the Letters into Fraunce, and fo preuat- 
led with the Chriſtian King, that hec had ſixe thou- 
ſand French ſupplics. This made him capitulate 
with the States for the money due vnto him. This 
haſtned the raking of Embdex, that he might leaue ſo 
memorable a fame of his ations behinde him, that 
he was a meanes in his declining fortune, to put the 
States in poſſeſſion of ſo brauea Prouince, as Eaſt 
Freeſland.- This'in a word made him hope after 
great matters, eſpecially that hee mightbe ; $f prin- 


 Cipall occafion of a Kings recouering his Crowne : 
but howſocuer, - that he would notdoe a baſc action 
Ccither in reuolting fromhis friend , or preferring 
FT "I priuate 
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private ends before the eros good ,.and there. 
fore I am ſoric for their calumniation; that did then 
report, he would haue made his peace with the Em- 
perour vpon any conditions , or haue fince ſuppo. 
ſed, he hath vnder hand ſubmitted to the Archdut. 
ches, as willing to be a Commaunder vnder her go. 
uernment, | 
While hee Jay thus in Freeſland , ſometimes in 
Embdey, ſometimes in the Fort of Creete, and had his 
forces diſpierced in ſcuerall Villages, hee found the 
Countrey weary of his aboade among them,and the 
States themſclues willing, hee ſhould remoue ſome 
where elſe, whereupon he reſolued to goc into weft. 
phalia : For ſeeing Bruxſwick was deleated,his Army 
weakened, his French men ranne away; his friends 
failing, his hopes abortine, and money wanting to 
pay his Army,like a fortunate Generall in deede, he 
proietted nothing now bur the ſauing of his honor, 
and the not falling into his enemies hands, who he 
was ſure would makea ſcorne and deriſion of him, 
therefore-to preuentall miſchiefes, he retired to the 
Hage, to confer with the States about his departure, 
propoſing vnto them his contra withethe Yenetians 
to whom he would tranſport 3000. men: yet ſome 
ſay, that he mentioned to takethat courſe to land in 
Dalmatia,& ſo goe the neereſt way to Bethelem Gabore- 
ſo the States would ſhip him outof Ho//and, and af- 
ford him meanes far his conuoy and relicfe. 
Yet did hee firſt make a triall , how hee could fa- 
ſten on ſome ſtrong Towne of weſtphaſia, and there 
Garriſon his men in deſpight of the Imperias, 
| where: 
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whereupon he cameto O/dcn Ota and Friſc-Ozrs,but 
finding it extraordinarily guarded; and hearing the 
Imperials to come thicke vpon him, hee retired 
backe againe, and ſo had ſome loſle in ſcucrall skir- 
miſhes and forraging, bur-farre from an vtter de- 
fear, as is both reported, written, and Printed at 
Antwerp, or any cauſe of their inſulting or depra- 
ning him; more then that he was not ſo ftrong, as 
when he came out of the Pa/atznate, and cauſed the 
ſiege before Bergen to be raiſed, nor ſo rich, as hee 

couid pay his Army himſelfc. | 
When theſe things were well conſidered, it is 
faid, that hee orderly and quietly diſmiſſed all his 
ftragling troupes, obtayned ſo much fauour of the 
States, as to entertaine his French among other 
French Regiments , and reſerued ſome 3.or 4000, 
ſpeciall men for his owne vſe, which if it be ſo, it is 
wonderfull how ſuch a man ſhould diſcharge the 
payment of 4000. Souldicrs: but wee will not di- 
ſpure of theſe things , burtruly tell you, that they 
w'rite,that Branſwick and Afars field both came to the 
Hage againe ſince Twelfc day , and there reſolued 
Mansfield to goe by Seato Yenice,which made them 
fay plainely, that hec had ſent before hand 100000. 
pound fterling,to keep him in his old age:and Brux/- 
rickeither to go to Haberſtate his Biſboprick,orto his 
brother, where he would expett the turning of For- 
tunes wheel & tary the time of ſome other alteration, 
Yet they ſay againe; that the States are Joath 
abſolutely ro part with him, buthaueentreated him 
ro tarry this Winter among/:them,” to {ce what 
C1INCG 
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-rime-may procure inother parts, andſo.peraduen- 
ture haue leaſure to ſertle him backe againe in ſome 
courſe for the King of Bohemia. But all theſe areſup- 
poſes, onely.it is likely, that he will tarry, vatill the 
 Spring'/in Holland: For thicy ſay moſt of his forces 
arequartered.in the Ye/ow, and about Yrrecht,and all 
the reſt haue good Garriſons to defend theRiuers 
_ andpaſlages, leaſt the Enemy taking aduantage of 
__ the Froſtandce, might ſurpriſe the Countrey vna- 
__.---: - W Is ES BK Þ 
In this State 'now they ſay Mansfield remaines, 
and the Impertals vnderſtanding of theſe procce- 
dings, haue Gariſond their Souldiers,and ſo 1 ſup- 
pole' there will be quietnefle amongſt them all this 
Winter. But one thing is remarkeable, that forall 
this, Count XMarsficld doth neither abate one iote 
of the ceremonies of his State , nor ſhewes any de- 
ieftion of countenance, nor want of brauery: but 
keepeth a continuall Guard about his perſon, and 
ſtirres not a tourney without fourc or fiue thouſand 
Horſe. Thus is he renerenced and obſerued. for his 
diſcipline, and honoured and beloued for his mag- 
nificence and noblediſpofition, Ss

thers that haue eicher tallent or portion. A- 
moneſt others,I haue chanced ona Letter which 
Iwill not alter, but fer it you downe as I finde 
it in the Originall, and the plaine meaning of 
the Author, who writes in this manner : 

- Courteous Friend,my great affeftion toward 
you, and the loue I beare to my Country, cau- 
ſeth me not to conceale from you the many be- 
nefits and bleſſings which God beſtoweth daily 
vpon vs, both in furthering our plantations a- 
bread, and weakning our enemics at home, but 
eſpecially in aduancing our projets in the Eafk 
and Vcft Indics,and more eſpecially in proſpe- 
ring our Nany in the South-Scas:thus much for 
the generall, now to ſome particulars. 

There are-certaine tidings out of the Veff 
Indies, thatthe braue Fleete or Armado which 
went forth the laſt ſpring from the port of Geert, 
vader the Admirall Lord Hermre, is well arri- 
ued on the Indian Coaſt, and hath there obtai- 
ned a great victory : for which, wee giue the 
praiſe vnto Almightic God: yea, they ſay they 
are likewiſe poſſefled of an Iland, and haue bil. 
ded two ſtrong Forts, or rather Caftles: Fer the 
curtaines are of ſtones, and the baſtions very 
thicke, whereby there is great hope of much ad- 
uancing their traffique, if not encountring with

S it fareth with Trees, and Plants in good 
grounds, When they are remoued out of 
{pewy or grauelly carth, they then florifh extra- 
ordinarily, and with a kinde of pride hold. vp 
their heads, burniſh with their bloflomes and 
leaues,and cxpoſe their fruit farre larger and bet- 
ter coloured, then in other places : ſg is it with 
men in great and good fortunes oftentimes they 
cannot containe themſclues with the profperirie 
of the buſmeſſe, but both ſtand vpon higher 
rearmes then they were wont, which is apparant 
betweene the Emperour arid Bethelem Gabsr. At 
the firſt, when hee came into Hungsr7 with his 
Turks and Tartars,foraging Moras/z,and threat- 
ning Yienna it ſelte, the Emperor was ſomewhat 
amazed , and in a manner ſued vnto him for a 
truce andceffation of Armes, the rather becauſe 
Count Therm was going with another Army in- 
to Si/cſia, whole accelle affrighted Prague _ the 
i{con- 
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diſcontentented Inhabitants therein : the Mar- 
queſle Teggenderff, and young Count Therm 
were firmejin Morania, Count Marsfield and 
Brunſwicke were vabroken in Freefland , and ma- 
ny other enemies afteCting the Palatines reftitu- 
tien were ready to aduance themſelnes for that 
purpole, 

But no ſooner was the Duke of zrunſwicke 
defeated, and the weake eſtate of Adansfields Ar- 
my made known vnto him,no ſooner had he re- 
ceiued money and men from the Pope and Icaly; 
no ſooner was Poland a coadiutor with treaſure, 
and fouldiours : no ſooner I ſay did he perceiue 
fortune to change, and his attempts to thriue in 
Germany, but he tood vpon higher tearmes with 
the Prince of Tra»/iluama, and diſmifled his Em- 
baſſadours out of Yienns with as much neglect 
as could be, and propoſed thus abſolute conditi- 
on, that except hee would deliver him Jeoger- 
dorff, and Count Theyy as priſoners, he would 
be his enemy for euer : and to make good his de- 
fiance , preſently with his Poleax, or Coflalos: 
Crabuts, orof Croatte, and Nahans he ſupplied 
his ſeucrall armies,and they were diſpicrced moſt 
forcibly in this manner. 

Firſt, his Brothers Leopaldus and Charles had 
many ſouldiours muſtred in their Proninces, 
and the Biſhops Electors were nor onely tribu- 
tary to th2 warres, but ſent likewiſe their forces 
to his aſſiſtance, 
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Secondly , Doy Ba/thaſar a Caſtilian lay in 
Hangary to attend Bethelem 6 abors proceedings. 

Thirdly, the Count de Afonte Negro and Co. 
lalto'were his Generals over a running Armie, 
which paſled to and fro betweene Morenis and 
FBBOA7). 

Fourthly, Bawaria and Mourfir Tilley watched 
the Pa/atine, and foraged Heſſey. 

Fittly, the Duke of Saxony with all thoſe for- 
ces defended Silefia, and Jay as interceptors, that 
none ſhonld haue a recourſe into Bebem/a. 
 Sixtly, laſt of all in the Biſhopricke oi Co/lex 
lay a great Imperiall-Armie, both to recouer 
Fefiphalia, Munſderland, and the Land of Lake 
out of the hands of Aſexsfield and Brunſwicke, 
and peraduenture to make them abſolute Impe- 
riall,that were before Newters and free : this Ar- 
mic went vnder the name of the Emperour, 
Arch-duches , and Biſhop of Euwlles, and had 
theſe principall Commanders, as occafion fer- 
ued : the Count of Azhele, the Baron of A4z- 
halt, Joby Earlc of Freeſland, the Grane Yuderber- 
gen, Goucrnour of Gulike ; Dow Lewis deVelaſio, 
Gouecrnour of weſell, and Doy Gonzales de Car- 
das, expecting Spinols's place. 

I name not the Prince Leichenftein, Goucr- 
nour of Prague, nor ether Colonels and Cap- 
taines, who had their ſpeciall commands, but 
theſe are ſixe ſeuerall Armies, which we call Im- 
pcrial{, and poſſefle Germany, ſo that as a man 

may 
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may wonder how they are payed and maintai- 
ned : aman may likewiſe wonder who ſhould 
oppoſe againſt them : For by reaſon the migh- 
tie Dukes of Saxony and Bawarta, are meere Im- 
perials, Germany needeth no Forraine enetnics, 
but they are ſufficient (confidering all former 
preuailings) to make the Emperour the abſolute 
Monarch of Germany , which not to be denc 
without difloluing the Princes Ele&ors, would 
cafily be efteaed, when there were none to reſiſt 
him : and yet for all this, the Imperiall free 
townes, ſuch as Anſpurah, Norremburg, Franck- 
ford, wormſplers, Renenſpurp, and the reſt; that 
had bought out the Confefſion of Auſperg, and 
all cheir freedomes of former Emperours,would 
by no meanes conſenc to admit any Imperial! 
Forces within their VValles, nor giue way to 
{uch a prerogatiue,as abſolute Princesaccuſtome 

in their Kingdomes. | 
This is the effeft of a Gentlemans Letter of 
account , who acquainted his friend with the 
Emperours proſperitie , and wonderfull preuai- 
ing. Now youſhall heare what others Letters 
ſay : Namely, that after the Emperopr was ad- 
uertized of Aernsfields rifing, and that he was 
diſappointed in Weſtphalia, heſcnt an Ambaſſa- 
dour with the glad tidings preſently to the 
Pope, and acquainted all his Generals, that their 
Armie might bee better encouraged, and quie- 
ted, hauing no great ſtore of enemies to feare

on the Veſt ſide ef Germany. 

Moreouer they write, that a Poſt came with 
Letters from the Arch-Duke Chay/es,which gaue 
him to vaderſtand, that the Proclamation about 
the Mint was publiſhed, and ſet on foot : That 
the Italians and other Forraine forces were atri- 
ved in Sileſia : that the;Duke of Teſcherm in 
Hwnzary was confirmed Generall of his owne 
Prouince, to which was added the Dukedomes 
of Raffibac and Yppaen,and that all things ſuccee- 
ded as the Emperour could haue it, . 

Ocher Letters certifie thus much,that 4o ſoul. 
diers had leir Bethelem Gaboy, and were come to 
Ceſar from Yiensa, who made this relation, that 

by reaſon of the troubles in Conflantineple, moſt 
of the Tranſuluenian forces. were recalled , that 
the Prince was not fully. 15000. ſtrong, and 
therefore he _ determined to .lcaue Hungary a 
while, and reſt himſelfe in his owne Country: 
chat old Count Thoyze, and the Marqueſle Zeg- 
enderff kept their Army yet together, with ſuch 
'Turkes as came vnto them : yet ouer-much trou- 
bled, anddiſcontcated that. their inuafton ſuc- 
ceeded noterter, and the action thriued not as 
they expected : that the Embaſſadours of Lo- 
rsine were departed home a little afere Chrifſt- 
mas with reaſonable fartisfa&tion, and that the 
Emperour was determined to fend and extraor- 
dinary Embaſſadour into Frexce : That all the 
Borough- Maſters and Officers of the lower As- 
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firia had refigned their places of Magiſtracy 
into the hands of the Emperour, who preſently 
inueſted them againe with their former authort- 
tie : That Bethelews Gaboy ſent moſt of his bag- 
gage, and priſoners from Thirna to Caſchay, and 
that the Lord Efterhaſi maketh no doubt witl: 
one thouſand new Souldiours to ſurpriſe Beche- 
em Gabor, and fend him priſoner to Yiewna, as 
alſo to recouer the booty out of his hands : Fer 
by reaſon of the cold weather, the Turkes, Tar- 
tars, and Hungars haue refuſed the field, and his 
maine forces are much diminiſhed and that they 
of Camorra and Rnbb aſlurehis Maieftic, how the 
Turkes of Yfer, Gran, Camiſia, weſſenburg and 
Beſniaare hardly halte ſo ſtrong as they were,but 
the Garriſon of Erlaw is come fafely home with 
a great bootie. 


Other Lettets aſſure vs thus much, that rhe 
Emperour taking aduantage of all this good 
newes came forth in publique, and after the ſo- 
[emnitic ef an extraordinary Maſle, dined in his 
| Privie Chamber, with great muſique and daun- 
ces: and as ſoone as the Feaſt wasended,he went 
with his Emprefſe to hunt tie VWolte vpon fleds 
ouer the rivers, and fo returned toward the cue- 
ning: that whereas divers Morauians had afſifted 
Betheiem Gabor with menand money vnderhand, 
there was great ſearch made for them, but the 


moſt of them fled, 8: eſcaped, aſlurin,z the Prince 
we of 
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of T74rflaanie, that hee muſt bee chary of 
his Perfon : For many lay in waite to ſur- 
priſe him, and whar a-publique boſtilitie could 
not performe, hee muſt-be ſure would be effec. 
CEted by Stratagem, or deuiſes : but the Cardi- 
nall of Diderchſteis tooke ſome of them Priſo- 
ners, and reſerueth them to be diſpoſed by 
the Emperqur : and that Fiennes 1s much 
quicted ouer that it- was, conſidering for 
all theſe troubles , the Proteſtants haue their 
libertie of conſcience, and the Ieſuites are 
reftrained for rayling on them, and calling' 
them Hercttkes, as they were wont. 


Other Letters, that come to Yrepne, are ſent 
to YVienns from Alſatis, and the Arch-Duke 
Leopaldus, containing theſe particulars : That 
there arriued at Newſdorf the Regiment of 
Saltzbwrg, which is three thouſand ſtrong, come 
from the Grizoxs and the Swi//, and main- 
rained by the Arch-Duke Leopeldus : They 
are marching to Preſpsrg, and ſhall be quar- 
tered in the Iland of Schitta, or. Schuits : 
the Colonell of this Regiment obſcures good 
Martiall diſcipline. For 'at New/dorff hee. 
hanged vp two ſouldiers, the one for rob- 
bing his hoſteſle, the other for abandoning his 

. Confors': that the Ladroniſh Regiment lying 
yet at Crembs, is ſhortly to follow, and ſhall 
bee likewiſe Garrifond in the former Iland : 
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That cIforauisand Bohemia are fullof Souldiers, 
whoareallto be tranſported into Hanzary,afloone as 
Horſe and Waggons can bee made ready : For his 
Imperiall Maicſtie hauing certified his Generalls of 
his pretended purpoſe, is reſolued to continue the 
watie againſt Bethelem Gabor,and to expell him quite 
out of Hungary, yea,to purſue both him and hs Aſſi- 
| Rants, that they ſhould neuer bee able to make an 
party againſt him. For hee ſaw plainely, thatthere 
were but certaine ſtumpes remaining, which , rather 
then they ſhould ſprout vp againe , he would dig vp 
by the rootes. 

That more Souldiers ranne from Bethelem Gabor, 
and ſubmitted to the Emperour , among whom was 
the Lieutenant of Tone, Lord Lebelt, who againe aflu- 
red Ceſar, that Bethelem Gabor had ſent much Ord- 
nance, and 150. priſoners to Caſhaw, with reſolution 
to follow himſclfe preſently,and that there was great 
hope theſe troubles would end, jif new enemies at 
home did not ſtart vp , who would infeſt the Empire 
more then any forraine invaſion, yet were all the 
Turkes in generall much diſtaſted with theſe procee- 
dings of Au#ria. 

- I have yetone Letter more from Y#ex»a, which 
certifies, that Bethelem Gabor is departed from Thirns 
with ſome Forces toward Tranſiluania , and hath ta- 
ken with him ſundry Lords,both Spiritual and Tem- 
porall, as priſoners : but releaſcd them all freely as 
part of his noble diſpoſition , and apolicie to ſtreng- 
then the good opinion of the Hungarians towards 
him, except certaine Teſuites, from whom hee hopes 
to know great matters concerning the Pope,and Em- 
perour, and refolues , they ſhall diſpure with Grecke 
| =_ - Prieſts 
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Priefts in points of faith,and Authoritie of the Chur- 
ches, | | 

Theſe Letters ſay yet further,that Bethelem Gaboy 
is now willing to relinquiſh the warre in the behalfe 
of others, ſo farre foorth as. hee may quietly enioy 
Hunzary , and have the” Dukedomes of Oppden and 
Rattibzr reſtored vita him , in-recompence whereof 
hee will procure a peace betweene the Grand-S7g- 
eur and the Empcrour : But Ceſar holds faſt,as ha- 
uing the better end of the ſtaffe in his hand, & makes 
no queſtion of effefting; his owne deſtgnes without 
Compoſition, or yeclding to any baſe conditions 
at all, E >}

28. of December , and. certifie how the Duke of 
Nexers comming privately to the French Ambaſfi- 
dours houſe; had yet publike audience of his Holi- 
neſſe : His Embaſly requeſted his fauour and affi- 
ſtance for the perfeting and hallowing a new Order 
of Knizhthood , called 2:/:tia Chriitiana, with cers 
taine'priuiledges,, and immunities, and that they 
might haue the Iland of Porza, or ſome other ma- 
ritime place vpon the continent, to bee ready at all 
times in their. nauall encounters, to refiſt the Turkes, 
and Pirates, that forraged 1taly., and robbed the - 
coaſtes round about, for which purpoſe there are 
new Galleys building in the Arſenal! at Naples, and 
they of Raguſaare allo contented to furniſh out eighr 
.greater ſhips, and two lefler for this ſeruice , conft- 
dering that euen the laſt day. the Turks ſurprized ay 
ips. 
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ſhips neere the Port of Heſfma : Therefore if his 
Holinefſe would vouchſafe ( as hee had done by the 
Knights of Malia ) to confirme their Order,and ſet- 
tle them ſome-where vnder his proteQiion , no que. 
ſtion they ſhould quickly increaſe, and the reputati- 
on of the ſame would quickly produce ſome effects 
of Charity , ſo that they ſhould ſoone have both 
gifts of Treaſure,and Enfeoftements of Lands, as 0- 
ther Orders haue had.

þ £2 Letters from Yenice_ are very ſparing of 
Newes, more then that the $Sz2z0rze ſtands vp- 
on a greatguard , as being icalous of their Goſpho, 
and the bordering Townes neere Millane: From 
whence they haue Letters which came from Bar- 
celonato Genoa , that in Spaine there is agenerall ſtay 
and ſearch of all ſhips , vnder colour of tranſporting 
Hollanders goods , yet ſome ſay, it is to ſend them

| hs Prazue they write,that all. buſinefle ſtands ar 
a ſtay, and the feare is rather augmented amongſt 
them , than diminiſhed , for all the Emperours pre- 
uailings : For by reaſon that the Mint is proclaimed, 
and no rate ſet accordingly on goods and prouifion, 
the Countrey brings none to the Market, which cau- 
ſeth great want, and the poorer fort complaine moſt 
gricuouſly ; for of late they neither had Bread, Fleſh, 
Corne,nor any other prouiſion brought vatothem : 
beſides,they were ſo afraid of the Souldiers,that ma« 
ny people, both in Morania,and the neighbour quar- 
ters of Bohemia, forſooke their dwellings, and be= 
came day-labourers in the greater Townes., and rich. 
mens houſes, who were Lords of the Countrey , in- 
ſomuch that beſides their publike grievances, they: 
haue priuatly complained to one another , that their- 
troubles ſhould neuer end, and now queſtionleſſe the 
liberty of Bohemia was taken away, and they were to 
expe no other, then a ſeruitudero the Pope, and a 
tyranny ouer their conſcience, the hate ofthe Ieſuites. 
and Prieſts was ſo great toward them. 


From Cullen, the 16. of lannary,. 


| Callenthey write,that they haue receiued thig- 
& Pampbler printed at. Antwerp, concerning Mans. 
feila's. overthrow, ſo that many new at +5 
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lads are made and ſung inthe behalfe of the Empe - 
rour: wherein Marsfecild and Brunſwick are both tra- 
duced : Theſe bookes were ſent to Mentz, Spieres, 
and Wormes; which made the Archbiſhop come fro 
Mentz to Cullen, where hee was. entertained like a 
Prince, and had Bels and Bonefires made him, with a 
ſolemne Proceſſion meeting him at the Gates ; and 
ſo he went directly to the Church of the three Kings, 
and from thence ſettled himſelfe in his Palace ; But 
when he vnderſtood that cMansfeild and. Brunſwicke 
were both ſafe concerning their perſons, and ſecured 
far off from any hazzard of their liberties,8 that they 
were neuer in danger in the Skirmiſh, nor the maine 
 Armie put to Rour,as was publiſhed,more then loſle, 

lofle vpon loſle,as they determined to ſecure and for- 
tifte themſelues in the Countrey, hee was much of- 
fended at the printing of ſuch bookes, and in ſuch a 
manner ; ſaying plainely, that hee ſaw not, for any 
thing was done, but that he mighr recouer more than 
he had hazzarded : and howſoeuer it fell out, if hee 
could now diſcharge his Army,. and carry his princi- 
pall Forces to Yerice, his honour was reſerued inte- 
grate; and man could not oppoſe the purpoſe of God: 
as for the Chance of Watrre, the beſt Commanders 
muſt ſubmit to Fate ; and men were not to be tradu- 
ced for maligne circumſtances: Therefore hee ſu 
preſſed all the ballads and ſongs made againſt them in 
Cullen, and, very politickly publiſhed a booke in the 
behalfe of the Pope, and for the Glory and Preroga- 
tiue of the Prince Eleffors ; For, without controuer- 
fie, though they wiſhed the Emperour to thriue, yet 
they.were all afraid of ſome new alteration in Germa-:

the three EleQors Biſhops ſent Embaſſadours to the 
Emperour, by the way of gratulation, and magnify- 
ing his Fortunes, but not a word of their owne jelou- 
fies, or that there was any cauſe of ſuſpition concei- 
ued againſt him. 


From Bruſiels, the 20. of January. 


E Rom Bruſſels they write, that Dzego Meſa was ſent 
into France, as they ſaid, from the Arch-Dntches, 
to entreat his Chriſtian Maieſty,toftay his hand from 
alſting Mansfeild any further, or entertaining him 
in France, if by any chance or change of weather, he 
ſhould Land, or come aſhore in his Harbours and 
Ports : what will bee the iſſue, time muſt diſcouer. 
They alſo write, that vpon the returne of the Embaſ- 
ſadour out of England, Don Diego Hirtado ae Mends. 
za is preſently ro gee into Spazne : that Letters are 
come from Cullex concerning the entertainement of 
Don Gonzales de Cordua, who was viſited with a Fea- 
ver, after the Skirmiſh with Marsfeilds Souldiers,and 
ſo rooke a houſe in Cullen, for the better accomoda- 
ting his perſon : whereupon, when hee was arriued 
and ſettled, the Ele&tor ſent him a Tunne of Wine, 
| and eight wilde Bores; and the Magiſtrate honoured 
him with another, and nuch good prouiſton : For 
his reputation was great, and his fame went ſtil] be- 
fore him : that the Lord 0/4kerken had obtained at 
the Arch-Dutches hand, the demoliſhing of the walls 
of Rizdt, a Fort, very chargeable, and tono purpoſe : 


and thar all Mansfe;lds proceedings were dilcouered,: 
witha new defcat of 300 by the Baron of .A#hott : + 
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So that the States of Holland mult now look to them- 
ſclues, confidering that all theſe forces imployed in 
Weſtphalia, will queitionlefle be vnited agiinſt them: 
So thar there is great expeCtation of great matters tne 
next Summer; which, as time diſcoucts, you ſhall be 
ſureto- vnderſtand. 


From Fluſhing, the 24. of Iarnary. 


” He Letters from Fluſhing aduiſe vs but of two 
things, and thar very lightly : the one, concer- 
ning Mansfeild, the other, about a fight ar ſea, be- 
tweene 8. little Ships of Hollazd, and foure Dunkirks; 
waich came out of Oztend. Concerning HMansfeild, 
they write, tharthe Bakers of Arahain, and all thoſe 
Townes lying. on both-fides the bankes. of the Ryeae; 
were commanded to, bake all the Corne they could 
get, for the ſupplying of <Mansfelds Army, which 
was already. come into the Yeliow, and Bettow, two 
priacipall fruitfull places,.like one of our little ſhires; 
and diſperſt as farre as 4mersfort : The French that 
remaine with him, areto ſupply the French vnderthie 
State and already there is great ſuite to raiſe a new 
Regiment with the remainder : the reſt are quartered 
all Along the Riuer of 7cezl,co defend the Country,left 
the Enemy taking aduantage of the Ice, might that 
way ſ{urprize ſome Townes. But for Mansfeilds de- 
parture, there is now a kind of flacknes of rumor, and 
nothing ſo muchas was the firſt day, Concerning the 
Fight at ſea; The men of warre,that watched the ha- 
ue of Dunkirk about the ewentieth of Ianuary, diſco- 
ucred 4. of their beſt S| ps to goe into Offend, and 


they themſclues wereas many. but fearing they were 
r00- 
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too weake, they prouided foure more, by ſending to 
ſuch as lay three Leagues off, for the ſame purpoſe , 
and ſoar laſt there were cight to foure : But it ſhould 
ſceme, they of Dauxkirke were good men of warre : 
For though they weuld haue come our before, yer 
they were preuented by the ride, and could not ftirre 
till their enemies were joyned together ; notwith- 
ſtanding, at laſt they came forth,chaſing one another 
the whole day; and by the next, were quite out of 
fight of that ſhore : So they began againe the next 
day, and prefled one another ſo hard, and came fo 
neere, that before they parted, or could be cleere of 
the fury,the Daxkirks loſt two of their beſt ſhips,and 
the Hollander three, which periſhed in the ſea before 
their faces: they neuer boorded one another, nor 
rooke any priſoners; neither can the truth be known, 
but by thoſe whichare eſcaped : The Fight was long 
and bloody, and deſerueth abetter diſcourſe, which _ 
Iam promiſed from a friend of Flsſhing, who was at 
the examining of one of the Officers, who came thi- 
ther for the ſame purpoſe, and preſented himſelfe to 
the Bailife and Burgomaſter ; Which, if it come to 
my hands, you ſhall be ſure to haue it, after my faſhi- 
on of acquainting you with thefe occurrences.
